Inspected 

Sierra Madre Not Well 
Prepared For Visit By 
Supervising Army Officers 

Three U.S. Army ofifeers have 
been appointed to inspect the 
present Civilian Defense set up 
in Los Angeles county, to make 
recommendtaions, and If neces¬ 
sary take steps to see that they | 
are carried out, and that every j 
municipality and county district \ 
establishes and maintains work¬ 
ing Civilian Defense Units. Sier¬ 
ra Madre is listed for an earjy 
call. 

Preparations in every district 
call for regulation sector First 
aid, posts and decontamination 
centers fully equipped and ready 
for operation at a moment’s no¬ 
tice. Establishment of these 
posts and stations is lagging 
here, acordlng to. Dr. W. B. 
Heagerty, becau.se proper equip¬ 
ment is not available. Every 
sector first aid post and the de¬ 
contamination stations must "have 
cots and blankets, as patients 
."Uffering from shock, injury or 
gas must be given adequate rest 
and kept warm, therefore Dr, 
Heagerty is sending out an ur¬ 
gent call for cots and blankets. 

Stations to be equipped are 
four decontamination units for 
men, a similar number for wo¬ 
men and 10 sector stations, all 
of which must have two beds 
and adequate bedding, mattresses 
and pads. 

Anyone able to assist with 
these supplies is asked to dial 
Mrs. Carlin Smith at 4037 or the 
Red Cross and they will be 
picked up. 

In urging all Sierra Madreans 
who can possibly do so, to re¬ 
spond to this appeal. Mayor 
Thomas Schwartz states that in 
this way raw materials may be 
con.served through curtailed buy¬ 
ing of new products, while ex¬ 
penditures from tax funds will be 
held down to a minimum. How¬ 
ever, if these supplies are not 
contributed, their is indication 
that an appropriation may be 
made from public funds to meet 
the requirements.

Political Parade

Your patronage has been appreciated 
and I hope to again .serve you when condi¬ 
tions permit. 


The war, which has left its in¬ 
delible mark on virtually every 
other phase of human activity, is 
also bringing about revolutionary 
changes in the body politic — 
changes as yet liardly noted, but 
which may leave their imprint on 
California State government for 
many years, to pome! 

The complexion of the Califor¬ 
nia electorate, for example, has 
undergone such a radical change 
that it is bound to have a pro¬ 
nounced effect on the outcome of 
the August and November elec¬ 
tions. 

Without divulging military in¬ 
formation which might be of 
value to the enemy, it can be 
conservatively estimated that ap¬ 
proximately 500,000 of Californ- 
ia’.s young men of voting -age are 
now in the armed forces - in 
other states or countries - and 
probably won’t be on , hand to 
cast their ballots on election day. 

The absence of a half-million 
voters, all in the younger age 
groups, makes all , the old dope 
sheets obsolete in attempting to 
figure what may happen at the 
August primary, or at the subse¬ 
quent general election. Generally 
speaking, younger voters are 
more liberal and older voters 
more conservative. The Demo¬ 
cratic party has a bigger regis¬ 
tration among new voters who 
came of age during the New Deal I 
era, while the Republican party 
has a bigger ratio among older 
voters who grew up In California 
during the years when it was a 
Republican stronghold. 

At this point, however, another 
factor must be taken into con¬ 
sideration. As thousands of 
young Californians have moved 
out to join the Army or the 
Navy, thousands of industrial 
workers from other States have 
moved in to work in the ship¬ 
yards, aircraft factories and 
other war industries. The influx 
(including children) Is estimated 
at between 800,000 and 1,000,000, 
but many in this group have 
not been in the State long enough 
to qualify as voters, and many 
other.s have failed tn register. On 
the average, this new potential 
voting army is slightly older than 
the voters who have left-— and 
inclined to be somewhat more 
conservative because its earning 
power is relatively high. But 
against this must be balancet! 
the fact that California’s new 
population is wholly unfamiliar 
with the names of California of¬ 
ficeholders or candidates and is 
likewise unfamiliar with State 
issues. 

The membership of the State 
Legislature, too, will reflect the 
impact of war, according to all 
present indications. There arp 
fewer young men running for the 
Senate and Assembly this year. 
And when the 1934 Legislature is 
convened next January, Its mem¬ 
bership will include many more

MUST FIGHT TO WIN 

Unsurpassed In splri^ but woe¬ 
fully ill-equipped in arms, China 
fights desperately to block the 
relentless march of the Japanese 
armies. Along the Eastern front, 
the fourth week of Adolf Hitler’s 
giant offensive finds Russia’s 
valiant defenders hard-pressed to 
stem the sledge-hammer blows 
being driven against their lines 
along the southern Russian front. 
In North Africa, the advance of 
Rommel’s divisions has swept the 
British from Lybia and brought 
a grave hour to the Allies in the 
Middle East. Such has been the 
course of events in the past 
week, providing a sombre after- 
math to the triumph in Midway. 
But Midway and Hawaii are still 
in danger; the Japanese still 
maintain a foothold in Alaska. 
The tides of fortune and fight¬ 
ing in the worldwide battle 
against the Axis are not yet de¬ 
cisive. It is worth remembering 
that the Axis powers would never 
have launched this war if they 
did not believe they had a good 
chance of winning it. These are 
the solid, unpleasant facts that 
much be faced. But faced un¬ 
flinchingly tn all their grimness, 
with the realization the war is 
yet far from won, they consti¬ 
tute needed antidotes to the false 
optimism and overconfidence 
which can lose a war, but will 
never win one.
